MOUNT VESUVIUS 


Causes IntnuHu Alarm f>y Friv- 
qucut UritptlouH. 


Homo, aur-. 13.—Vesuvius is again caus­ 
ing intense alarm In the Kurounding re- 
;.don. eruptions of the volcano being very 
heavy to day. Detonations are. very loud 
arid almost continuous, while from a fresh 
op* ninii at the base of the principal crater 
two streams of lava are Issuing which 
within a few hours covered a wide tract 
of ¡'round. One stream Is going swiftly 
toward the village of Ottajano, the direc­ 


tion taken by the famous eruption In 1872. 


T h e whole district around the volcano Is 
shaken bv frequent earth shocks and a 
panic prevails, the population crowding 


c h u r c h e s to pray or gathering in open 
spaces for safety. Experts, however, af­ 
firm that so far there is no reason to fear 
n serious disaster. 


O R D ER E D R ET IR E D .» 


W ashington, Aug. 13.—By order of the 
president Col. Robert I,. Meede of the 
t ’nitcd States marine corps will lie retired 
Oct. 3 in his present grade. Because of a 
disrespectful letter which Colonel Meede* 
recently addressed to the navy department 
the presidetn took advantage of the law 
w hich provided that when an officer In the 
arm y or m arine corps shall have reached 
the age of 62 he may be retired on his own 
request or by order of the president. 
Colonel M eede recently, requestd that he 
be retired a t an advanced grade. The law 
does not permit officers of the marine 
corps to be retired with advanced grade, 
but the president approved Meede’s appli­ 
cation for retirement. 
Displeased that 
iwith his requests had not been granted, It 
it understood, Meede addressed another 
letter to the department requesting that 
his application be withdrawn and charg­ 
ing am ong other things that conditions 
for his retirem ent had been Ignored. The 
a ctin g secretary recommended Meede be 
allowed to withdraw his application for 
retirem ent and that he be retired In ac­ 
cordance w ith the law on his slaty-second 
birthday. 
President Roosevelt promptly 
approved the recommendations and. the 
necessary order has been Issued. 


Washington, Aug. 11—The International 
Typographical union to day listened to ad­ 
dresses by Fred Drispoll, commissioner of 
the publishers’ association, and Martin P. 
Higgins, president of the. International 
Printing Pressmen and Assistants* union, 
relative to strikes In the atate of .Wash­ 
ington; Collis B. Lovelace, president of 
the Boot and Shoe Workers*' union; Wlll- 
ism B. Prescott, es-ptfesldent Of thé Typo­ 
graphical union, and Samuel Gompers. 
Gompers spoke of the organisation of 
employes. He said that it is welcome as 
tending to promote conciliation and har­ 
mony with the least possible amount of 
disturbance. He declared no effort to de­ 
stroy unionism could succeed; said, ex­ 
tremists can be compared only .to Herr 
Most. "Parryism and its parasites,"' he 
said, referring to the recent speech of 
D. M. Parry In criticism of unionism, “is 
the greatest possible tribute to our move­ 
ment.**

CONDITION O POPE PIUS. 


Rome. Aug. 13.—The pope was quite well 
to day. He took a long drive and walk In 
the Vatican garden and then received the 
Austrian ambassador, 
r Monslgnor Caglano, major domo, accom­ 
panied by Cardinals Rampolla and Mo- 
can no, opened the apartment of Pope Leo 
this morning, breaking the seals put on 
at the time of the pontiff's death. They 
found a considerable amount of money, 
several milllon' francs, besides other valu­ 
ables. 


The pope was photographed to day in 
the gardens. He afterward received Car­ 
dinal Satolll, who Inquired regarding the 
appointment of a new secretary of state 
in succession to Rampolla and'again sug­ 
gested Vannutellt as best fitted for the po­ 
sition. tA the Suggestion of Satolll the 
pope appointed’ Father Edward Fowler, 
secretary of Rev. J. J. Harty, dofnestlc 
prelate to the pontiff, which post Carries 
with it thé title of monslgnor. 


Gibbons will come to Rome Friday to 
assist In the consecration Saturday of 
Rev. Harty as archbishop of Manila. 
Sunday the .pope will receive the new 
archbishop and Father Fowler in private 
audience. 
The pope this afternoon re­ 
ceived the ministers of Peru. Uruguay and 
Argentina, who presented their credentials 
and greetings from their governments on 
the occasion of his election. 


DAMAGED BATTLESHIP.

Oyster Bay, Aug. 13.—President Roose- 
velt’f Conference with members of the 
subcommittee of the senate finance com­ 
mittee was not concluded until the small 
hourp this morning.. The whole subject of 
financial legislation $t the approaching 
session of. congress was discussed thor­ 
oughly. No definite conclusions as to the 
shape of proposed legislation were reach« 
ed. One fact of, distinct Importance devel­ 
oped. While an extraordinary seralon of 
congress next fall Is assured it has not 
been determined definitely whether it will 
lie called to meet In October or November, 
frhe primary purpose of the extraordinary 
session will be to enact legislation mak­ 
ing operative the Cuban reciprocity treaty, 
but financial legislation also will be press­ 
ed upon the attention of congress .soon 
after It convenes. It' can be said the sen­ 
ate finance committee will draft no meas­ 
ure formally and conclusively until consul­ 
tations have been held with other mem­ 
bers of the senate and house and with the 
best authorities on finance In the country. 


At the conference between senators 'and 
the president serious consideration was 
given legislation to be proposed to con­ 
gress Jn approval of the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty ratified by the senate last spring. 
Three of the senators present are mem­ 
bers of the senate committee on relations 
with Cuba—Platt, chairman; Aldrich and 
Spooner. All. particularly Platt, regard 
necessity for enactment of Cuban legisla­ 
tion very urgent The president entertains 
the same views. It Is understood a sug­ 
gestion of an extraordinary session of 
congress at a date earlier than Nov. I 
was made by these senators because of 
urgency of Cuban legislation. 
It was 
pointed out that If congress were con­ 
vened at an early date entire work of the 
extraordinary and regular Sessions could 
be cleared by the time the national con­ 
ventions are to be held next year. On 
many accounts that Is regarded as desira­ 
ble and It would be. a; great convenience 
toot only’ to the president' but: also mem- 
bers 'of both the senate and house. 


Washington, Aug. 13.—Senator Cullom 
of Illinois, chaihnan of the senate com« 
mlttee on foreign reUltlone, had an extend» 
ed conference to day with Acting Secre 
tary of State Loomis. and the Panama 
canal eltuation was thoroughly discussed. 
Cullom, having' had charge of the treaty 
while It was pending before the United 
States senate, is In a position , to know 
what difficulties are In the way of ratify­ 
ing an -amended treaty should the Colom­ 
bian Congress .tike that action and ex­ 
pressed the* opinion, success of the meas 
ure was far from encouraging..

tons, knife handles and ornaments.

the 
shells,

“The company intends to handle the 
shells on a gif^ntic scafe. Not on]y 
will tho shells be convertedMn to ar­ 
ticles of value, but the meat and re- 
’use portion of the shell will be made 
into fertilizer. Many boys make 
Tom $2 to $4 a day gathering the 
musfe'el shells, which they drop into 
pots of boiling water. The hot water 
causes the bivalves to open ; the meat 
is thrown away, leaving the shells 
clean and ready to sell. The demand 
is far greater than the supply, and so 
the promoters of the locfiü company 
jclieve they have provided an excel- 
ent investment. 
They will handle 
all■ the shells collected in Kentucky 
streams. 
A shell not infrequently 
eo|îtaîns a real pearl, and hence an­ 
other source of reveiiue.”

Ohio, with tho ex­ 
pectations that the consignee would place 
them in proper ^ome.s. 
Three of them 
soon'died. In conclusion Mr. Whipp says 
that the board of directors contains

The bums 
have been caused long exposure to 
the rays or by too frequent exi>osure 
X-ray bums cause ulcers that are said 
to be very hard to heal. 


However, in removing cancers from 
the face the physicians do a littk 
burning intentionally, but they know 
when to stop now. The p^uliar thing 
about 
an X-ray bum is that ^the 
patient does not know it at the time 
and it is usually from three to ten 
days after the application of the ray 
beWe the buming sensation is felt, 
he sensation lasts two or three days, 
but subsides and the Cancer goes away 
with the bumiifg sensation, leaving 
a small ulcer that heals quiddy. 


There is far more danger of the 
physician being biimed with the rays 
than the patient, for the physician 
will probably treat a do^n or more 
cases before* it will be time for 
patient to receive another treatment, 
so the doctor is getting the benefit of 
the rays about ten times to the pa­ 
tient’s one. The result is that the 
physician may get his hands badly 
burned while he may not hare 
single patient who shows ill effects.
